A. TECHNOLOGY AND ARTS. 

ONE OF THE MOST STARTLING CHANGES SINCE THE END OF 
WORLD WAR II IN THE DOMAIN OF ARTS HAS BEEN THE RISE 
OF NEW MEANS OF EXPRESSION PROVIDED BY TECHNOLOGY. 

WE HAVE WITNESSED MANY PROOFS OF IT: LIGHT-ART, 

KINETIC-ART, ELECTRONIC MUSIC, VIDEO-ART AND EVEN 
COMPUTER-ART. HAVE THESE TECHNOOLOGICAL INNOVATIONS
